The Breeders Cazettf has been demand 


ing a revision of the tariff in behalf of th 
western farmers who raise cattle. It cai 
attention to ^oine oi the present restriction 
that interfere with the freedom of the ca 
tie market. THK REVIEW will ask the a 
tention of farmers while it makes a sum 
mary of the=e reitiictions. 


It seems that England is about the on] 


market for our surplus cattle, at least it 
the market through which the great bulk o 
our ex)>orts nni>t pass. >*ow there is a 
English law which forbids the importatio 
of what are called "store" cattle. Stor 
cattle includes all that are not thorough! 
fattened. Those that are so fattened, calle 
in the English market "fiuished" cattle 
may be driven into England alive. A 
others mu>t go into England in the form o 
dressed beef. All grades of live cattle ma 
he -hipped into England from Canada, bt 
we cannot ship our cattle into Canada, an 


NO England is almost entirely closed tons a 
a live stock market. 


Xow the question comes up, "What <li: 


ference does this make to the America 
farmer'.'" If he has shipped any number o 
'•attic to Chicago, lie knows well that i 
makes all the difference in the world. Jus 
now, extra beeves sell in the Chicago mar 
ket for as much as ;.125 a cwt. Good corn 
mon steer;., weighing anywhere from 1,00 
to l.l.Vi sell tor about 5", a cwt.

There is no reason in the cost of productio

The English 
man can't bid on him, and so he is turnec 
over to our packers.

big packers have formed a buying trust 
There are four concerns in the country tha 
do the great bulk of our packing. The pro 
prietor.- of these concerns are called tin 
"Big Four." 
The Big Four can come ver; 


nearly fixing the price of all except ex 
port steers at a Sgure to suit themselves 


- There is no one else to whom the farme 


can sell his little bunch of cattle, and s 
there is nothing for him to do but take th 
price that is offered. It is very largely fo 
this reason that the man who has a stee 
for sale that must be killed in this countr. 
i= bound to take 2: 
4e lesson the pound than 


the man who has a steer that may b 
shipped to England. In one case the Bij 
Four fixes the price to suit themselves; in 
the latter ca»e the price is fixed in the mar 
kets of the world. 


Xow will the fanners of the West dro 


old prej udices long enough to pursue a pol 
icy that will allow their "store" cattle to b 
landed in England? It may be well to in 
quire the reason for keeping our half-fattec 
cattle out of the English markets.

have built a wall about our country for the 
purpose of shutting out English goods; and 
so we can not wonder that the Englishman 
who is a bom fighter, takes hold of the con- 
tagious disease pretext for the purpose of 
striking back at us. 


But there is a strong demand in Englant: 


for unfinished American cattle. 
Just now 


this demand is being organized. The farmers 
of Great Britain want cheaper stock cattle 
to which to teed their crops. 
These farm- 


ers know that the United States is just the 
market in which such cattle can be bought. 
They are now asking for the privilege of 
bringing in such stackers on the hoof. But 
the men who are powerful in England, and 
who do its diplomatic fighting, have been so 
far able to stay off the demand of its agri- 
cultural men by bringing up the contagious 
disease scare. 
It is said tbat the men who

Who caresabou 
the farmer's interests so long as he is wil 
inir to toil in the fields 14 hours a day an 
go home at night to dream of prejudices 
We can tell you that the men who run th 
republican party and build etich barrier 
around their pets as excite and justify 
taliation do not care where this whole bus 
ness will land the farmer. 


The Breeder's Gazette goes to the farme 


and tells him that if he will open the Eng 
lish market for unfinished American cattle 
It will take 5,000 a day to supply the demam 
Now, will the farmer take these 5,000 catt 
out ol the clutch of the }!ig Four and pi 
them in the world's markets where trust 
do not rule'.' It will make a difference o 
!,'< to '2 cents on the pound. If the farme 
wants to stop retaliation, let him see to 
that there must be a disposition to remov 
the cause that justifies it.
